At 1909 19th Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., where the 
employee presently resides, Mr. WILLIAM R. McDONOUGH, Apartment 402, said he 
has known the employee and his family as neighbors for about two years and 
that he and Mrs. McDONOUGH until recently have tak9n care of the DANZIGER 
children whenever Mr. and Mrs. DANZIGER desired to go out for a social 
evening. He said, "I consider !fr, DANZIGER to be a left-winger or a liberal. n 
He said he based his opinion to the above statement on th9 fact that Mr. 
DANZIGER subscribes to the New York City daily newspaper "P. M." and is a 
member of the Consumers Union. Vr. McDONOUGH said he considers "P. H. n to 
be "a liberal newspaper" because be believes it customarily sponsors the cause 
of the consumer and the working man against exploitation by business interests. 
Ke said he considers the CoTJfUpers Union to be "a liberal organization" be- 
cause he believes it to be an organization whose efforts are devoted to 
furthering the extent to which the Government protects the interest of the 
consumer from false advertising aiyi inferior products which might be offered 
to the public by business interest. 


Mr. McDONOUGH said be considers Mr. DANZIGER to be loyal to 
the United States form of Government and stated that Mr. DANZIGER 1 s conver- 
sations reflect he is very conscientious about trying to properly perform the 
duties of his Job. Mr. McDONOUGH said, "1 definitely do not consider him to 
be radical," and he stated by this he meant, "I do not believe Mr. DANZIGER 
would tmve any part in any plan to try to overthrow the United States Govern- 
ment by foroe or that he would consider such a plan." Mr. McDONOUGH said he 
knew of no organizations to which the employee might belong other than those 
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already mentioned* He said he based his statement to the effect that 
Mr. DANZIGER subscribes to "F. M. M and is a member of the Consumers Union 
on the fact that when in the DANZIGER apartment, he has observed current 
issues of "p. M." and current publications of the Consumers Union, Mr, 
NeDCNOUGK said he preferred not to furnish a signed statement, but he has 
no objection to testifying before a Loyalty Review board, 

Mrs, MARY AN IN McDONOUGH, wife of Mr. WILLIAM McDONOUGH, said 
that she and her husband were, until recently, good friends of the DANZIGERS. 
She said that Mrs, DANZIGER is sane kind of officer of an inter-racial 
nursery school for small children of all races, which school is held in the 
basement of a nearby church, but she was unable to give the exact location 
or name of the church. She stated that Mrs. DANZIGER is active in advertising 
various social events, the proceeds of which are intended for the benefit of 
the inter-racial nursery school, Mrs, McDONOUGH described Mrs. DANZIGER as 
being without any racial prejudice and as having expressed her gladness over 
the fact that her four-year -old daughter can attend such a nursery school. 

Mrs, McDONOUGH said that Mrs. DANZIGER is a member cf the Women's Auxiliary of 
the local CIO Union to which Mr. DANZIGER belongs. However, she did not 
know the name of the labor union. She also stated that Mrs. DANZIGER regu- 
larly attended meetings of this Auxiliary. Mrs. McDONOUGH said, relative to 
the associates of the DANZIGERS, that practically all of their friends aro 
employees of some branch of the Government in Washington, D. C*; however, 
she added that from time to time people from Calif arnia and New York called 
on the DANZIGERS when they were in Washington, D. C. Mrs. McDONOUGH said 
that she based this statement on information furnishod to her by Mrs. 

DANZ IGER . Mrs. McDONOUGH said she was unable to furnish the names of these 
individuals. She further stated that the DANZIGERS have two friends in the 
persons of a well-educated colored woman and her husband and that this 
couple are frequent social visitors to the DANZIGER apartment. Mrs. McDONOUGH 
said she understood from remarks of Mrs. DANZIGER’ s that the colored lady 
referred to is prominent in the activities of the inter-racial nursery school. 
She said that Mr. and Mrs. MARK HARRIS, Apartment 605, 1909 19th Street, 

N. ft., Washington, D. C. are very good friends of the DANZIGERS, She said 
she had no knowledge of anything bearing directly on the DANZIGERS* loyalty 
to the United States. Mrs. McDONOUGH said she preferred not to sign a state- 
ment but would have no objection to testifying before a Loyalty Review Board. 

Mrs. H. J. HUGHES, Apartment 704, 1909 19th Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., said she could not make any statement as to the loyalty 
of the employee or his wife art added that her acquaintance with lfr . and Mrs. 
DANZIGER had been very limited. She further advised that Mr. and Mrs. MARK 
HARRIS, who reside in Apartment 605 at the above address, are close friends 
of the DANZIGERS.

"I, John C. Phillips, give the following voluntary 
statement to Special Agent Caleb L. batten who has 
identified himself to me as a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, u. S. Department 
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"of Justice* 

"William Danziger, Ordnance engineer (P-4) , was 
employed in the subsection (Rc5d) of which I am 
Chief from 1 Kay 1945 to 1 March 1948. Through 
most of this period, Mr. Danziger was under my 

direct supervision, and I consider him to be a very 1 

capable engineer* I have had no contact with Mr. ■ 

Danziger outside of office hours and therefore have 
no knowledge of his social activities or those of his 
family. I know of no reason to question his loyalty 
to the United States of America. 

"Mr. Danziger has been a staunch defender of labor 
unions, particuarly thoee of the CIO, and their 
rights in inf ormal - office discussions. During the 
recent GSI employees strike he did not patronize 
GSI cafeterias and suggested that others in the 
office do likewise. I have no definite knowledge 
as to his membership in the UFYJA Government em- 
ployees union. 

"1 have seen copies of Consumer * s : Jnion pamphlets 
on Mr. Danziger* s desk; I do not know" if he was a 
subscriber* I have never seen any literature in his 
possession which I would consider to be questionable. 

I have no knowledge of his affliations with politic a l, 
social, professional, or r eli gi ou s organiza tions .

DANZIGER has never committed any acts or said anything which would cause 
him to question DANZIGER ‘s loyalty in any way. Hr. GIROUARD believes 
DANZIGER to be entirely patriotic and loyal to our American form of Govern- 
ment. 

Ur. CHARLES A. JOHNSTONE, Head of the Missile Launcher 
Section, bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, Washington, D. C., said he 
has been acquainted with Mr. and Mrs. WILLIAM DANZIGER both professionally 
and socially since the early part of 1945* At that time, Ur. DANZIGER was 
on duty with the bureau of Ordnance at Terrinal Island, California. In 
1945> he was transferred to Washington, D. C., wnere he has been on duty 
as an Engineer since that time. He stated that during the tijne he has known 
DANZIGER, the employee has exhibited high character and there has never been 
any question regarding his loyalty or patriotism to the Covernmeit* Mr. 
JOHNSTONE said he has no knowledge of any organizations in which Ur. LANZIGER 
or his wife hold a membership. So far as Mr. JOHNSTONE has been in a posi- 
tion to tell, DANZIGER* s friends and associates are people of good character 
and he has never known anything which would reflect upon their loyalty. 

Mr. PAUL 7. BURK, Head Engineer, bureau of Ordnance, Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C., stated ho has known Mr. DANZIGER in a 
professional way since 1938. He knows nothing concerning the employee^ 
outside activities or associates; however, from his observation, Nr. DANZIGER 
has never done or said anything which would cause him to question his 
loyalty in any way. EANZIGER has always been trustworthy, and Hr. BURK 
believes the employee to be a patriotic, loyal American citizen. Mr. EURK 
stated he had no knowledge of any cluns or organizations to which the employee 
might belong. 



Ur. MAURICE H. BALLER, Electrical Engineer, Missile Launcher 
Section, Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, Washington, D. C., said he 
has known DANZIGER since 1938 professionally and socially. He has a high 
respect for Mr. LANZIGER and has never heard the employee make any state- 
ments which would reflect upon him In any way. DANZIGER is highly trust- 
worthy and Mr. 3ALLER believes him to be entirely loyal to the United 
States Goverrsacnt. Hr. BAI.IER stated that DANZIGER is not a member of any 
organizations so far as he knows. 

* Mr. Alt'fhUR J. STANTON, Head Engineer, Research and Develop- 

ment Section, bureau of Ordnance, United States Navy Department., Washington, 
D. C., advised that he ha a known the employee in a professional way since 
193C. DANZIGER served with the Bureau of Ordnance from 1938 to 1942 in 
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Washington, D. C. From 1942 to the spring of 1945, DANZIGER was on duty 
with the Navy in New fork and California. In 1945, be returned to the 
Bureau of Ordnance, Washington, D. C., and is presently serving with the 
Naval Ordnance Laboratory at White Oaks, Varyland. Fran STAKTOF' 6 knowl- 
edge of DANZIGER, he believes the employee to be a loyal citizen* STANTON 
has never had any reason to doubt DANZIGER* s loyalty in any way. He stated 
he could make no comment concerning the employee’s outside activities or 
his organizational membership* 

Kr, MAX ELITCHER, 247 Delaware Avenue, S. T?., Washington, 
t. C.. Proiect Engineer, Research and Development Section, Bureau of Ord- 
nance, Navy Department, Washington, D. C., said he has known Ifr* DANZIGER 
since they were students at the City Colics of New York. While at tbs 
City College of New York, the employee was a member of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers. In December, 1938, Ur, ELITCHER and 
the employee came to Washington, D. C. together and resided at 1316 Dela- 
field Place, N. W., Washington, D. C., frem December, 1936, to February# 

1939. In 1939, DANZIGER was married to SYLTOiL EHRLICH and, since that 
time, ELITCHER has been a close friend and^^ocial acquaintance of the 
DANZIGERSV He further advised that he and his wife have visited the 
DANZIGER3 in their home on numerous occasions. He also said that he and 
Ur. DANZIGER are members of Local ffj of the United public Workers of 
America, Navy Department Branch, and attend meetings of this organization 
together* Ur* ELITCHER stated that, when the employee and his wife re- 
turned to Washington, D* C* free San Pedro, California, in the spring of 
1945. they residea in his home at 247 Delaware Avenue, S* W*, for six or 
eight weeks while looking for a place to live. Ur. ELITCHER feels that 
Ur. and Urs. DANZIGER are people of high character and unquestionable 
loyalty. He stated tliat he knew of no other organizations with which 
DANZIGER or his wife are affiliated other than the ones maitioned pre- 
viously by him. 

It has been ascertained from a reliable informant that 
VAT ELITCHER, 247 Delaware Avenue, S* W., Washington, D. C., was a member 
of the Washington Bookshop Association in February, 1943. The informant 
further advised that VAX ELITCHOi, Engineer in the Navy Department, appeared 
on the membership list of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action 
in January, 1941 • 

Ur. GERALD K2NZEI2UN, Bureau of Ordnance, Pesearch Division, 
United States Navy Department, Washington, D. C., stated he has known Ur. 
nANZlGER since 1938 in a business way and on occasion has met his wife. 
However, KINZELUAN does not feel he knows the DANZIGERS socially. During 
the time he has kjiown the employee, DANZIGER has been strongly pro-union 
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and is a member of the United Public Workers of America. During the 
recent Government cafeteria strike, DANZIGLR did not patronise the 
cafeterias and asked other people to cooperate. He also said that Mr. 

DANZIuER sends his oldest child, to an Inter— Racial Nursery School 
sponsored by the United labile Workers of America, but he could furnish 
no details concerning this mrsery school. According to 1 Jr. KINZ ELMAN, 
he has never heard DANZIGLR make any remarks or commit any acts which 
Would cause him to suspect his loyalty to the United States Government.

'AN, Mechanical Engineer, bureau of Ordnance, 
Navy Department, Washington, D* C., advised he has been acquainted with 
the employee since 1937 or 1938 when they were attending City College of 
Mew York together* Since their college days, they have been associated 
professionally in the bureau of Ordnance, United States Navy Department. He 
said he has always found DANZIGER to be highly trustworthy. He never heard 
or saw anything which might reflect in any way upon DANZIGEK 1 s character 
or loyalty. Mr. 3US3MAN said he was not familiar with the employee »s out- 
side activities or his associates and, therefore, he could make no state- 
ment as to whether DANZ1GER or his wife belonged to any organizations such 
as the Communist Party. From his knowledge of DAWZIGSR, SUZSIJAN does not 
believe the employee has any sympathies for Communism or that he has ever 
been connected in any way with a Communist Front organization. 

Lieutenant Commander WILLIAM E. JEREMIAH, United States Navy 
Department, Washington, D* 0*, stated he knew the employee casually while the 
employee was working as an Engineer at Terminal Island, San Pedro, Calif- 
ornia. Commander JEREMIAH said he does not know DANZIG VR well enough to 
make any comment concerning his loyalty. 

Captain HEKHY T. EOONCu, United States Navy Department, ?fc3h- 
ington, D* 0., said he has known the employee since 1943 professionally. 

When he first knew him, DANZIGER was stationed st Terminal Island, $an Pedro, 
California, While there, DANZIGEH was very active in the local United Public 
Workers of America, CIO union, but KOONCs considers ncnc of hi3 actions as 
reflecting on his loyalty in any way. So far as Captain KOONCE knows, 
DANZ1GER was entirely trustworthy and loyal. He does not know if DAiJZjiiER 
or his wife arc rashers of any organizations 3uch as thr- Communist Party. 

Lr. HAMILTON K. DOW, Civilian in Charge of Design Weights 
Section, bureau of Sldps, United States Navy Department, -^shington, D. C., 
advised he has known the DANZ1GERS since 1943- In 1943, bo and Lr. DANZIOER 
wore employed together at Terminal Island, San Pedro, California. Ho atated 
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that while in California, they were also socially acquainted. However, 

since the spring of 194 5 > they have only known each other in a business 

way. While in California, Mr. and MTs. DANZICER resided at 22.70 Belmont 

Avenue, Long Beach, California. He said that he knew of no organizations 

to which either the employee or his wife belonged other than the United 

public Workers of America. Idr. DANZ IGER is pro-labor and was active in 

the labor union at Terminal Island. He stated that none of these activities i 

wbuld reflect upon DAN Z IGER' s loyalty in any way and he, Mr. DOT?, believes I 

BANZIGER and his wife to be entirely patriotic and loyal American citizens. » 

Mr. JOHN V. ATONASOFF, Chief of the Acoustics Division, Naval i 

Ordnance Laboratory, United States Navy Department, White Oaks, Maryland, j 

stained he has only known the employee for the past six weeks during which \ 

time the employee lias been assigned to the Naval Ordnance Laboratory at \ 

White Cake. He stated that from talking and working with BANZIGER during j 

this period, he believes him thoroughly American and has no question re- 
garding his loyalty. He stated that he was unable to make any further 
comment regarding Mr. BANZIGER .

D. C*, advised that Mr. and Mrs. BANZIGER. resided in Apartment 303 a* 2517

loyalty to the Government.

She said that Mrs. DANZIGER is some kind of officer of an inter-racial 
nursery school for m&l\ children of all races, whioh school Is held in the 
basement of a nearby church, but she was unable to give the exact location 
or name of tto church. She stated that Mrs. DANZIGER is active in advertising 
various social events, the proceeds of which are intended for the benefit of 
the inter-racial nursery school. Mrs. McDONOUGH described Mrs. DANZIGER ms 
being without any racial prejudice and as having expressed her gladness over 
the fact that her four-year-old daughter can attend such a nursery school* 

Mrs. McDONOUGH said that Mrs. DANZIGER ia a member of the Women’s Auxiliary of 
the local CIO Union to which Mr* DANZIGER belongs* However, she did not 
know the name of the labor union. She also stated that Mrs. DANZIGER regu- 
larly attended meetings of this Auxiliary. Mrs. McDONOUGH said, relative to 
the associates of the DANZIGERS, that practically all of their friends are 
employees of some branch of the Government in Washington, D* C*j however, 
she added that from time to time people from California and New Tork called 
on the DANZIGERS when they were in Washing won, D. C. Mrs. McDONOUGH said 
that she based this statement on information furnished to her by Mrs. 

DANZIGER. Mrs. McDONOUGH said she was unable to furnish the names of these 
individuals. She further stated that the DANZIGERS have two friends in the 
persons of s well-educated colored woman and her husband and that this 
couple are frequent social visitors to the DANZIGER apartment. Mrs. McDONOUGH 
said she understood from remarks of Mrs. DANZIGER* s that the colored lady 
referred to is prominent in the activities of the inter-racial nursery school* 
She said that Mr. and Mrs. MARK KARRIS, Apartment 605, 1909 19th Street, 

N. W., Washington, D. C. ara very good friends of the DANZIGERS. She eeid 
she had no knowledge of anything bearing directly on the DANZIGERS* loyalty 
to the United States. Mrs. McDONOUGH said she preferred not to sign s state- 
ment but would have no objection to testifying before a Loyalty Review board. 

Mrs. M. J. HUGHES, Apartment 704, 1909 19th Street, N. i., 
Washington, D. C«, said she could not make any statement as to the loyalty 
of the* employes or his wife end added that her acquaintance with Mr. and Mrs. 
DANZIGER bad been very limited. She further advised that Mr. and Mrs. MARK 
HARRIS, who reside in Apartment 605 at the above address, are dost frianda 
of the DANZIGERS. 
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Mr. and Mrs. KELSON BOUFFARD, Apartment 700, 1909 19th 
Street, N. W # , Washington, D. C«, advised that they could sake no state- 
ment regarding the charaoter or loyalty of the employee an) his wife* 

Mrs. MARK HARRIS, Apartment 605, 1909 19th Street, H. 
Washington, D« C. , said she and her hudband have known the employee a nd 
his wife for more than two years, the two families became acquainted through 
Mr. HARRIS and Mr. DANZIGER being members of the same local of the United 
Public Workers, CIO. Mrs. HARRIS said the DANZIGERS were instrumental in 
the HARRISES being able to rent their present apartment. She stated the 
two families see a good deal of each other. Mrs. HARRIS further stated that 
aha knew of nothing which might indicate that Mr. DANZIGER is not completely 
loyal to the United States and its form of Government. She said that, ex- 
cept for Mr. DANZIGER' s membership in the United Public Workers union, she 
had no knowledge of any manbership which he might hold in other organisa- 
tions. 


It should be noted that a reliable Informant advised the 
Washington Field Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that MARK 
HARRIS, 922 Ridge Road, S% E., Washington, D. C., was a monber of the Wash- 
ington Bookshop Association on February 18, 1944. 

It is to be noted that the Washington Bookshop Association, 
also formerly known as the Washington Cooperative Bookshop Association, 
appears on the list of organisations named by the Attorney General on November 
24, 1947 as being within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 
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The following is a signed statement by SIDNEY HER5H, Bureau 
of Ordnance, United States Navy Department, Washington, D. C. Hr. HERSH 
stated that he was willing to testify before a Loyalty Review Board if 
necessary.

Danzig or, is a member of the United Public 
Workers , CIO, in which he holds the position of 
Steward, Defense branch, Local #3* He is also 
a m saber of Group Health, Inc. I believe he 
subscribes to or is a member of Consumers Union. 

I can think of no other organization of which hi 
is a member. 

"There is no question in my mind as to his loyalty. 

I am certain that he is completely loyal to the 
American Government and that he is neither a 
member of, nor in sympathy with, the Communist 
Party or the Russian Government. 

"I have also met Ur. Danziger*s wife and consider 
her to be loyal to the United States government. 

I am under the Impression that Urs. Danzlger is 
a member of the Ibmen's Auxiliary of the UP77, CIO. 

I gained this impression from the fact that she is 
active in the InterHFtacial Nursery School to which 
she sends her young daughter. 

"I have read the above atatanent, consisting of this 
and one other page and to the best of my knowledge 
it is true and correct.

Since their college days, they have been associated 
professionally in the Bureau of Ordnance, United States Navy Department* Be 
said he has always found DANZIQER to be highly trustworthy* He never heard 
or saw anything whioh might reflect in any way upon DANZIGER* a character 
or loyalty* Mr. SUSSMAN said he was not familiar with the employee’s out- 
side activities or his associates and, therefore, he could make no state- 
ment as to whether DANZIGER or his wife belonged to any organisations such 
as the Communist Party. From his knowledge of DANZIGER, SUSSMAN does not 
believe the employee has any sympathies for Communism or that he has ever 
been connected in any way with a Communist Front organisation.

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 

The records of the Health Department, New York City, reflect 
that the emoloyee was bom on April IB, 191B in New York City, to AVON and 
TILLIE DANZIG®* This record further reflects that both of the parents 
were bom in Poland, AVON, the father in 1887 and TILLIE, the mother, in 
1890. 

The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, New 
York City, were checked for information concerning the naturalization of the . 
employee's parents but no record could be found. 

The records at Stuyvesant High School, New York City, reflect 
that the employee attended school there from February, 1931 to January, 1934. 

The records of the Registrar's Office, City College of New York, 
reflect that WILLIAM DANZIG® entered City College in Februaiy, 1934, aa a 
candidate for a degree In Electrical Engineering* The records further re- 
flect that on June 4, 1938, DANZIG® was graduated and was awarded a 
Bachelor of Electrical Engineering degree. These records contained no Infor- 
mation pe rtinent to the loyalty of the employee • 

Kiss JUNE BAY®, Secretary, Commercial Electric Company, for- 
merly at 160 Spring Street, New York City, now located at 412 West Broadway, 
New York City, advised that thB records of bar office Indicated WILMAM 
DANZIG® was employed as a helper in the electrical ehop from June, 1938 to 
September, 1938. She further stated that he had never made any statement 
in her presence during the time he was with the Commercial Electric Company 
that would lead her to believe he was other than a loyal American citizen. 

She said that there was no one now employed by the Commercial Electrical 
Company iho was there during the time that the employee, DANZIOER, was there* 

The records of the New York Navy Yard, Brooklyn, New York, re- 
flect that WILLIAM DANZIG® received a temporary appointment with the Bureau 
of Ordnance, Navy Department, Washington, D*C., as assistant mechanical en- 
gineer fron November 2, 1938 until Aupust 14, 1941. The record further in- 
dicates that DANZIG® was re-employed as an assistant ordnance engineer frcm 
December 12, 1941 and this re -appointment became effective on March 23, 1942. 
The record also refleoi-s that the employee has worked at the following places 
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since his first appointment With the Navy Department; 

Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, Tfasbington, D # c., August, 
1941 to December, 1941 j 

New York Fire Department, January, 1942 to August, 1942; 

Ordnance Section, New York Navy Yard, Decmnber 15* 1942 until 
March 26, 1943, at which time he was transferred to the United States Naval 
Drydock, Roosevelt Base, Long Beach, California. 

The record also indicates that he had resided at the following 
places while living in New York City: 

699 Beck Street, 1930 to 1938; 

304 East 178th Street, New York City, 1941 to 1943. 

Mr. F. D. KTJNZ, Clerk, New York Fire Department, Municipal 
Building, New York City, advised the reoords of his office indicated that 
WILLIAM DANZIGER had been emplc^ed with the telegraph unit of the New York 
Fire Department from August U, 1941 until December 29, 1941* Mr. KUNZ also 
etated that, according to his records, the employee was eligible for rehire. 

Mr* F,. E. LANGER, Construction Supervisor for the New Y°rk lire 
Department, advised ttet he had been "much impressed" by the work of WILLIAM 
DANZIGER who had been employed at the time the Fire Department was installing 
telegraphic equipment in Brooklyn. Mr* LANGER further stated that DANZIGER 
was with the Department for such a abort time that he was unable to make aay 
statement concerning his loyalty. He did state, however, that he had not 
heard any ©Dments by any of his employees who worked with DANZIGER that would 
lead him to believe DANZIGER was disloyal to the United States. Mr. UNGER 
advised that *r. IOU OAVBERT, his assistant, was the only person from his 
office, other than himself, who has worked with DANZIGER during his employ- 
ment with the New York Fire Department. 

Mr. LOU GAM BERT, Assistant Engineer, New York City Fire Depart- 
ment, Municipal Building, New York City, advised that DANZIGER had worked under 
his direct supervision during the time he was employed by the Fire Department 
and that he had never heard him make my statement that could cause him to 
doubt DANZIGER'S loyalty to the United States. Mr. OAMBERT further advised 
that he could not reoall any other employee of the Fire Department who worked 

with danzioer. 


Mr. FREDERICK BURKE, Engineer, Ordnance Department, New York 
Navy Yard, Brooklyn, New York etated that the employee had been employed in 
his department for approximately two yeara. He advised that he knew of no 
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reason why the employee could not be considered loyal to the United States 
Government.

Mr. HUGH F. GAYNOR advised that he had been the employee *s 
supervisor for approximately one and one -half years, and during that time 
the employee had appeared to be a loyal American citizen. 

Mr. JOSEPH PUNDKY, 235 East 22nd Street, New York City, atated 
that he had worked in the New York Navy Yard, Brooklyn, New York, at the same 
time ae the employee was there end had become well acquainted with him. Mr. 
PUNDKY stated that durine this association he had nover heard the employee 
make any statement which would cause him to believe that he was disloyal to 
the United States Government. 

Mias ALMA THOMPSON, Building Superintendent, 699 Beck Street, 
Bronx, New York, advised tnat AVON and TII.LIF. DANZICEl had resided in 
apartment 5C at the above address since 1930 and during that time she had 
never noticed any act nor heard any statements that would indicate that 
the DANZIGERS were not loyal to the American form of government. 

Miss PEARL BOBBINS, Apartment 2C, 699. Beck Street, advised 
that the DANZIC-IRc were peor>le of n good character and renutation and highly 
regarded by the^ neighbors in the apartment building . * Shr further advised 
that WILLI AJ^ANZIGER, the employee, had resided at the above address until 
seme time In 1938. She further stated thet the employee and his family 
were loyal American citizens. She advised that the employees family
